The Albertacraft ’64 Exhibition was 
held in the Northern Alberta Jubilee 
Auditorium, Edmonton, Alberta, and, 
following the idea of presenting Alber¬ 
tacraft Exhibitions alternately in Ed¬ 
monton and Calgary, the exhibition re¬ 
turns to Calgary for 1965. 

The aim of Albertacraft ’65, as with 
past Albertacraft Exhibitions, will be to 
benefit the arts and crafts people 
throughout Alberta and the rest of Can¬ 
ada by giving them the opportunity to 
exchange ideas and techniques with ar¬ 
tists and craftsmen of other communi¬ 
ties and provinces. Such an exchange 
of ideas is essential and, in recognition 
of this need, the Alberta Government 
has sponsored a growing and developing 
Albertacraft Exhibition for the past 
twelve years. 

The Arts and Crafts Division is anx¬ 
ious to encourage entries in all fields 
of the arts and crafts and of all levels. 

Communities, craft centres, organiza¬ 
tions and individuals are requested to 
think about and to prepare for this ex¬ 
hibition well in advance. 

This exhibition can be of great value 
to artists and craftsmen, but at the same 
time, will be only what the artists and 
craftsmen of this province attempt to 
make of it. It will be as interesting 
and as high in quality as the entries 
submitted. 

To maintain the standard of excel¬ 
lence already achieved, it will be neces¬ 
sary, as in previous years, to judge all 
entries first, as to whether or not they 
meet the standards to be accepted for 
exhibit. Do not let this discourage the 
amateur, as all levels of work are ex¬ 
hibited and each applicant’s level of de¬ 
velopment will be taken into considera¬ 
tion during judging. 

Emphasis will be placed on making 
the 1965 exhibition as informative as 
possible.

The Town of Valleyview is situated on 
a hillside in the “Y” of highways 43 and 
34; about 230 miles N.W. of Edmonton, 



The population at present is about 
2,000. In 1954 the Hamlet was incorpo¬ 
rated as a Village, and then in 1957 
with a population of 900 it became a 
town. The altitude is 2,187 feet above 
sea level. Valleyview had been known 
as “Red Willow” until the post office 
was opened. At present there are three 
public schools and one separate school. 
All subjects are taught, including shop 
for boys and home economics for the 
girls. 

Presently the Recreation Board is at¬ 
tempting to work with all the schools and 
staffs in arranging a complete year- 
round Town Recreation Program. 

The oil industry is the principal in¬ 
dustry in the area. There are many fine 
businesses in the town, and many of 
them have made or are making renova¬ 
tions to their buildings, and others have 
built brand new places. Some have ex¬ 
panded and several new businesses have 
moved into the town. 

By the end of 1965 it is hoped that 
the new Hospital and nurses’ quarters 
will be opened. 

Valleyview’s recreation, like that of 
any other new community, started with 
the one room rural school as the centre 
of all activities. As the community grew 
and its members felt they could stretch 
their resources, a community hall was 
built. This served the purpose until 
1956, a period of almost, twenty years. 
At this point the town had outgrown 
itself in every respect due to an oil 
strike in the area. There was need for 
complete new facilities. The hall, lo¬ 
cated on main street, wasn’t worth re¬ 
pairing, nor was there suitable parking 
space if it were replaced on the site. 


The curling rink, which had been com¬ 
pleted in the late ’40’s, was inadequate 
and out-dated. The skating rink, located 
on the school grounds was not regulation 
size. 

A group of people, with the view of 
projecting into the future, visited sev¬ 
eral towns in the Peace country to look 
at what was being developed and find 
out what would be done if their plans 
were to be carried out again. All groups 
strongly stressed the fact to get plenty 
of ground was the first thing to be done. 

A plot of ten acres was obtained in 
the hope that all recreation facilities 
would have ample room for their proj¬ 
ects. To date, the curling rink, skating 
rink and three ball diamonds have been 
put on the grounds. On one side of the 
grounds the main residential area of the 
town has developed, while on two other 
sides are school grounds. On the fourth 
side there is land available for further 
expansion. Joint development with the 
schools is under discussion. 



In 1962 the Town Council gave ap¬ 
proval to the formation of a Recreation 
Board. The Board, consisting of seven 
members, was a very conscientious 
group. They selected several activities, 
which were carried out with reasonable 
success, and are now well established. 
The Council felt the Board was worth¬ 
while and allocated a grant for 1963. 
In 1964 the Council gave a grant larger 
than requested and also permited the 
hiring of a full time director. 

Mr. George Baker, a full time qualified 
recreation director, was hired in August, 
1964. His appointment is enabling the 
Board to carry out their duties much 
more effectively and efficiently. 

The community is becoming aware 
that Mr. Baker’s experience, along with 
his careful and thorough planning in 
recreation, is as important a phase of 
community life, as the teacher’s part in 


education, the policeman’s part in main¬ 
taining law and order, the health in¬ 
spector in protecting health, or any other 
person employed to maintain the needs 
of an evergrowing community. 



VALLEYVIEW COMMUNITY BAND 

The Valleyview Town Band was first 
formed in April 1958, by Mr. Walter 
Kuettel, with eight other persons in at¬ 
tendance. Of this number only one had 
ever played with a band, three could 
play an instrument and several even had 
to learn to read music. Mr. Kuettel gave 
individual lessons to this last group and 
then had twice weekly practices. Each 
man bought his own instrument and to 
form a fund paid a fee at each practice. 
The first public concert was held in 
Dec. 1959 with the assistance of several 
Grande Prairie band members. While 
there had been several additions and 
depletions in membership there weren’t 
enough experienced players to build up 
the band. Mr. W. Kuettel then under¬ 
took to teach approximately twelve boys 
from 9 -15 years of age, and in six 
months they had progressed well enough 
to join the band. This was September 

1960. A further group was started in 

1961. This has become the nucleus of 
the band of which we are so proud. Mr. 
Keuttel continues to give lessons to be¬ 
ginners so that he always has replace¬ 
ments coming up. 
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AREA NOTES 


in Valleyview" 

Since 1961 the band has held two 
local concerts annually and has made 
numerous other public appearances. In 
July of 1964 they were invited by Mr. 
Peterkin of the Recreation and Cultural 
Activities Branch to play at the Legisla¬ 
tive grounds in Edmonton. They were 
the first non-professional band to receive 
this invitation. The present membership 
is 26, and the band now owns uniforms, 
music and instruments valued at well 
over four thousand dollars. The com¬ 
munity feels that the band has made re¬ 
markable progress in the time since it 
was formed and credit is due in large 
measure to the band members and the 
parents of the members, but most es¬ 
pecially to Mr. Walter Kuettel. He has 
given freely of his time and talent, all 
outside of his regular work to develop 
the musical ability of these boys and to 
provide excellent entertainment to the 
community. 

MAJORETTES 

Like many other small towns, Valley- 
view has its gains and losses of people 
who are key persons in leadership. The 
majorettes group, which had been led 
by Miss Gwen Ewan while she attended 
high school, and which made quite an 
impression on the public when they ap¬ 
peared in parades, etc., has been one of 
these groups. It is hoped that someone 
will come forward and take this op¬ 
portunity of leading these young girls. 



FARMER'S DAY 


For the last two years the many groups 
in the Town of Valleyview have banded 
together and held a parade and sports 
day on Farmers Day in the month of 
June. Included are exhibitions of cook¬ 
ing, arts and crafts, and many other 
things that go to make a one day fair. 
Prizes are given for winners of several 
different contests. 



SWIMMING 

Swimming for the Town of Valleyview 
has to take place at a special beach at 
Sturgeon Lake, ten miles west of the 
Town. 

The Recreation Board have been as¬ 
sisting this summer activity by taking in 
registrations and volunteering to drive 
buses to take students out to the lake. 
The last season saw the Board paying 
the drivers for part of their time. The 
instrcctors have been hired from those 
available in Grande Prairie, Miss Dianne 
Craven being the first one to be hired.

NEW GROUPS 

Recently two more groups have been 
organized. One is a “Ladies Keep Fit” 
group led by Mrs. R. Malcolm, a Physical 
Health teacher of the Valleyview High 
School. Young girls are welcome to this 
group too if they wish to participate. At 
present this group meets once a week 
in the Harry Gray Public School gym¬ 
nasium. 

The other newly organized activity is 
the Badminton Club, which in endeavor¬ 
ing to encourage families to participate 
together. Just as with the “Ladies Keep 


Fit” this group also wants the younger 
people of the town to come out and 
take part. Tuesday night each week is 
the time to turn out, and the place is 
Harry Gray School gymnasium. 



DRAMA 

This group has been very ambitious 
since their organization in 1959. The 
membership changes constantly with the 
transfer of workers and others out of 
the town, but remains at between 20 
and 30 members on the average. They 
have participated in two drama festivals 
of the Peace region, in 1962 and 1963. 
They usually try to put on a three act 
play in the spring and three one act 
plays in the fall of each year, but in 1964 
were not able to do so. Now, however, 
they are planning their usual spring 
production. 

It is hoped that before the winter ends 
the Square Dance group will be under¬ 
way, and those who do not get their 
exercise in other activities will surely 
get some of it while dancing . 

The Recreation Board has recently 
been successful in getting one of the 
old one room schools for their use. This 
building has been made available by the 
East Smoky School Division and it is 
planned to turn it into an arts and crafts 
centre where equipment and the neces¬ 
sary materials can be kept. 

It will be very close to the other 
facilities, such as the community centre, 
curling rink, skating rink and park 
which will be developed as time 
progresses. 

Baseball, hockey, skating, basketball, 
and many of the other recreation activi¬ 
ties are carried on in Valleyview as 
everywhere else. The senior hockey team 
is very active and make a very good 
showing in the Peace River area.

THROWING PROBLEMS 
SUBJECT OF FIRST 
POTTERY WORKSHOP 
HELD IN EDMONTON 

Before a potter can proceed to ad¬ 
vanced work in ceramics, or give ade¬ 
quate instruction to beginners, he must 
be able to handle the problem of “throw¬ 
ing” efficiently. As a result of research, 
and from previous experience in the 
craft centres, the Arts and Crafts Divi¬ 
sion has found that the technique of 
throwing is the problem most common 
to potters. 

To assist with problems such as this, 
the Division has decided to hold region¬ 
al workshops that will deal with parti¬ 
cular problems in various crafts. 

The first of this series of workshops 
will be a three-day workshop dealing 
with “throwing on the potter’s wheel”. 

Purpose — To assist with individual 
problems in connection with the tech¬ 
nique of throwing and to help those who 
are having difficulty in teaching others 
how to throw. 

Workshop Content — Students will be 
actively engaged in throwing for the 
major part of the workshop. 

—One session will deal with teaching 
problems. 

—There will be films and slides shown 
at intervals during the three days.

Materials — The type of clay being 
used at present by the individual stu¬ 
dents should be brought for throwing 
practice. In this way clay body prob¬ 
lems, if any, can be improved. Clays 
vary greatly in their workability. 

—Personal pottery tools and notebooks 
should also be brought. 

Accommodation — Potters will be re¬ 
sponsible for their own accommodation 
during the session. 

We hope to make the Workshop as 
informative as possible so, if there are 
any other problems, in the area of glaz¬ 
ing and firing, note should be made of 
them beforehand and brought along for 
discussion. 


Because of the location of the Work¬ 
shop and the great distances from the 
far parts of the province, attendance is 
expected mainly from the central part 
of the province. However, it is not 
limited to “Central” potters and if pot¬ 
ters from the northern and southern 
areas of the province find that they can 
attend, they would be heartily wel¬ 
comed. 

This is a cordial invitation for each 
community to send as many representa¬ 
tives as they feel necessary. There is 
no limitation to the number of potters 
who may attend from each community. 
However, it will be necessary to know 


beforehand approximately how many 
are interested in attending this work¬ 
shop session.
